‘THE MEANING OF. 
"DREAMS." 


FASCINATING PAPER: BY DIt 
E, L. ALLEN, 


“Dreams and their Meaning” 
was the subject dealt with in a 
fascinating paper by the Rey. Dr. 
KE. L. Allon, M.A. Ph.D., at the 
European Y.M.C.A., last night 
when, under the auspices of the 
Literary and Debating Society, he 
entertained a large gathering in the 
West Lounye, aa well os radio Iis- 
teners, with hin views on the sub- 
ject. : 

From dividing dreams up into 
various categories, Dr. Alten went 
on to show how certain paycholoxi- 
enl teats. could be applied for the 
interpretation of their meanings 
and contended that when honestly 
and diligently rearched for, the in- 
sight into the meaning of dreams 
brought people’ much nenror the 
realities than the prejudices which 
they fostered and the excuses which 
they mnda during thelr waking 
lives. 


Mr. J. H. Hunt, O.B.E., presided 
and introduced the apeaker, while 
the lecture waa broaacast from 
LBW. 


Why Do We Drenm? 


Dr. Allen, in the course of hia 
address, said in part: 

If the question is asked, ‘Why 
do we dream?” the usual answer 
is ‘Because of something wrong 
with our digestive syatem. It 
wna that tough beef, that boiled 
pudding with which the cook hart 
laboured in vain that was reaponsi- 
hte for the whole edd businesal’ 
Cerlainly, there ja something in 
such a contention, but it Ia. by no 
means the’ whole truth. No one 
would say that the drawing of the 
curtains at the thentre ia the caure 
of the play which follows, It-mere- 
ly crentes tho situation in which 
the acenery and the whiting actors 
become visible to the audicnce and 
In which those actors are able to 
proceed with the play. So ft may 
well be that certain bodily condi- 
tions provide the opportunity for » 
dream, but the dream Itself Is due 
to quite other factors. 

It Is sometimes said that we 
dream of whnt hag been on our 
minds during the day. A Welsh 
miner once told me that it was n 
by no means uncommon thing for 
him, after’ he had been held up 
during the day by some particularly 
obstinate bit in the coal-seam, to 
visualise the whole situation afresh 
in his dream the following night 
and to see now exactly whera he 
should direct his pick in order to 
be able to deal with it. : 

But it is equally correct to say 
that we tend ‘to dream of what we 
have tried to keep out of our minds 
during the day, Thus, shell-shock 
patients during the war tried to 
forget Lhat there was duch o thing 
ng a war on, they refused to read 
the newspapers or to allow their 
minds te go back to..their experl- 
ences at the Front, only to find 
that these experiences revived dur- 
ing the nisht with’ a terrifying In- 
tensity. Indeed, the whole theory 
of the dream turns on this fact that 
there are wishes and memories 
which we repress by day but which 
re-assert themselves by night. 


Psychological Conceptions, 


Before we can really deal with in- 
dividual dreams and their interpre- 
tation, there are two psychological 
conceptions to which 1] must intro- 
duce you, The first is that of the 
Unconscious, You’ try to recall a 
name but it refuses to come up in 
your memory, . You feel you have 
almost got it, there is something 
in your consciousness that reminds 
you of it, and you say, ‘It’s on the 
tip of my tongue; I shall yet ina 
minute!” This shows that it is 
possible for something to be In 
your mind, as we say, but not pre- 
sent to your consciousness. In 
other words, there is in us a atore- 
Again, 
Archimedes long ago was working 
at a problem in physics. Think it 
over a8 he’ might, he could 
not «ee the solution. Then, 
just as he was stepping into the 
bath, so the story gocs, it flashed on 
him, and shouting in wild excite- 
ment, ‘I have found itt I have 
found it!’ he rushed out. So that 
this lidden. part of ourselves is

something that’ can, so to speak, 
carry on thinking while we are 
doing something clae and even solve 
our ‘problema for us. We can 


‘speak then of the mind as func- 


toning at two levéls, the surface 
‘and the underground levels, or, ‘iri 
the psychological terminology, the 
conscious and =the — unconscious 
levels. Our waking life ia lived 
largely—though not so largely 4 
wo think—it the conscious level, 
whereas our dreams are the acti+ 
vitv of the unconseluns self. . 
The second conception Is.that o} 

Conflict. Ench of us is constantly 
helng made tho battleground of two 
conflicting. tendencies or sets of 
tendencies. We are torsed between 
the thing we want and the thing we 
feel we ought to do, something in 
us drives in one direction, but cfr- 
¢umatances block up the road and 
refuse to allow us to travel down 
it. A man wants to marry but he 
cannot afford to do 60, 8 woman 
craves for a mate but finds no one 
for whom she ean really care. A 
ted grows up and there {s a conflict 
within him between his sense of 
duntv to his parents and his impulse 
to freedom. Such a conflict alwave 
reaches down to some extent to the 
unconscious self, 


A Dream Desertbed. 


1 can now hazard a definition or 
a description of the dream. The 
drenm is the picture which the 
unconscious paints of one’s life- 
wituation, it being understoad that 
that life-sltuation fs viewed as the 
scene of a conflict. The conscious 
self. wotks in words, the dream. 
tn pictures. Hence ‘the bizarre 
character of the dream, reminding 
us of a veritable ‘Alice {n Wondar- 
land’ world, Qur waking self ia 
eapable of the most abrupt transi- 
tions in thought: if you try a little 
Introspection, you will be amused 
sometimes at the jumps your mind 
makes from the lounxe of tha 
Y.M.C.A. to the taste of salmon 
nnd then to the problem of immor- 
tality! Try to represent those 
jumps in pictures and your average 
dream will 'nppear sober in com- 
parison! , 

Starting from that deacription of 
the dream. one can divide dreams 
into several categories. Four of 
these suggest themselves. Thero 
is the dream In which the conflict la 
fought through to a victorious con- 
clusion. There fs the dream in 
which it is given up and defest 
enaues. There is the drenm in 
which wo escape from it by Imagin- 
ing that {t is all over, while in 
renlity it is raging as fiercely as 
ever. And finally, there is the 
drenm which represents to us the 
actnal course of the conflict as 
something still undecided, : 

It will be most convenient to 
take the third clasi first. Theae 
arc what {s known os wish-fulfil- 
ment dreams, - There is something 
which we want by. day but cannot 
get and in the night we imagine it 
is ours. Thus the Arctic explorer 
drtnma of warm fires and plates 
of roast becf-or plum pudding! 
There are two more involved cascs 
of this type of dream which may bo 
of interest. The first is an amus- 
ing one. Freud tells of a medical 
student who was very fond of his 
bed and had to be roused = avery 
morning by his landlady. One day 
she knocked at the door and. said. 
‘Get up at once, Mr. So-and go, you 
haveto -be at the hospital by 91’ 
that he 
was in hospital as a patient, and 
saying to himself. ‘Well, if I am 
in hospital already, I don’t need to 
get up to go there!’ he turned over 
and went to sleep again.

A unique character In aquatic sport, 
Charles Zimmy, whv_{s to make an 
attempt to swim the English Channel 
from Dover to France ‘and then 
back to England again without 
lnnding on French territory, an 
achievement that has never yet been 
accomplished, arrived in Hongkong 
hy the Asnma Maru yesterday morn- 
ing and is staying in the Colony for 
n hort period during which time he 
in to make several nppearancen before 
local audiences, 


Zimmy, who lost his lega in a tram 
neeident in Chicago when he wan 
vight years of age, has adapted him- 
nelf to matny spheres of life that 
would seem impossible to a man who 
has been deprived of the ansistance 
of his Jegs. An adept at  diviny, 
ZAimmy has thritted audiences in many 
parta of the world with his wealts 
fents., Ele has overcome his  dhuaid- 
vantage on the golf, links and nlao 
in the driving of a motor car, He ix 
able to do reymnnatic stunts nnd 
moves about with incredible speed on 
no large skate whieh he straps to the 
stump of hin right leg. He furnishes 
motive power with his arm nnd uses 
the stump of his teft les a: 
when he wants to stop quickly. 


Swimmer, Acrobat, Dancer! 


Hin diffculty in controlling a motor 
car has been overcome by equipping 
n special hand braking device while 
the clutch In cquipped with oan 
elongated pedal which he works with 
the stump of hin left leg, Whilst 
| playing: golf he hun a enddy to carry 
‘a ontool for hin use and is able to 
temploy” all the shots of a master 
roller. 


Yimmy is to appear at oll perlor- 
manees of the King's ‘Fheatre on 
Wednesday and has been engnged for 
v four days, He ig to glve exhibitions 
of under water swimming in a glass 
tank which he has been taking around 
the world with him. Ife will give 
some Acrobatic turns and will end up 
his programme with a dance! 


Zimmy entled at the offlees of the 
S.C. ML Pont yeaterday and outlined 
his plans for hin attempt to swim 
the Channel. After he had introduced 
himself our representative was at o 
lorax to know how to invite the leg 
Jean marvel to sit down. He managed 
to stutter, “Can you sit down” and 
as a reply was surprised to sce Zimmy 
climb nimbly onto a choir, Ho ex- 
plained that sitting down wan any- 
thing but no difficult task for him, as 
he climta ladders 160 feet hijh. 


Speaking of the loss of his limbs 
Zimmy snid that he lost them in a 
tram aceident in Chicago 30 years igo 
pt the nge of cight. He was then a 
newa boy and, in jumping from a 
tram, Wor run over by another, “r 
couldn't swim ao stroke when I had 
them!’ he said. “One day I went to 
a swimming povl with xomo boys and 
they pushed me into the water. I 
diacavered I couldn't sink and I have 
been swimming ever since. Legs are 
the henvicat part of the human body 
in water, They ure dead welght,” 
explained Zimmy. 


When naked how. he propelled him- 
self in the water, Zimmy calmly re- 
plicd, “I always une the Australian 
crawl without the kicking.” 


His Channel Swim. 


In July Inst Zimmy broke the then 
existing endurance record by remoin- 
ing in the water for 100 hours and 
15 sccr,, and when speaking of his 
impending attempt to conquer the 
English Channel from Dover to 
France and back Zimmy spokp con. 
fidently of his success, 9 “I cin do 
it," he anid, and expressed the opinion 
that it would take him aot most 75 
hours to accomplish tho feat. ° 


Elaborate preparations have been 
mnde for the attempt, Zimmy cx- 
plnining that he had expended about 
$25,000 all told. Hoe had o band of 
experts with him and hod engaged 
n special dietitinn from’ Australia to 
join him in England two months be. 
fore the actual attempt is made. 
After he has sueceeded—for he en- 
tertains no doubts whatever of hin 
nuccens—he intends to make o brief 
atay in London where he will give 
exhibitions before returning to the 
United States. The awim will be 
made during the last week of August. 


Zimmy has many achievements to 
his eredit, and claims nt least, two 
world records, By remaining in the 
water for 100 hours and 15 soos. he 
beat the previvus endurance record 
held by Mrs, Myrtle Hudderston by 
nearly 14 hours, He has remained 
under water for 4 minutes and 17 
soconds which he claims os ariother 
record. Fur three minutes he has 
nmoked a cigarette under water.

OVER $190,000 RAISED BY 
TUNG WAH. 


Further hig ‘contributions for 
the relicf of the Chinese civilian 
refugees at Shanghai have beon 
recelved by. the ‘Tung Wah Hospl- 
tal. After five duys’ visita to tho 
lending Chinese firms the Direc- 
tors of tha Hospital have succeed: 
ed in collecting a total amount of 
$190,000, of which more than 
$130,000 hans already been paid to 
the Hospital, The Hoapital bas 
remitted a toinl sum of $140,000 
to tho Cantonese Club (Kwong 
Shiu Kung Sor) in Shanghai 
which haa undertaken the distri- 
bution of. the fund for the relief 
of the refugees. 


One of the biggest contributions 


comes, from the Pawn. Shop 
Owners’ Association which has de- 
cided ‘to request: each pawn shop 
to donate $300, There being 151 
pawn shops in Hongkong the total 
collection from this direction alone 
will amount to $46,300,

ECONOMIC SECURITY. 


fo the disetssions which have 
beon taking place in the “United 
States in regard to business d¢- 
pression, it hag been pointed out 
that while trade generally has been 
bad, there have been atriking in- 
tresses xhown by insurance com: 
panies ound — savinga banks in 
policies: and deposits. From this 
fact. some have. argued that this 
means that money, instead of being 
synt, has been honrded. Whilst. 
thir mony be so t& some extent, it 
Ig. just us possible that it reffects 
a tendency to scala down expendi- 
ture on luxuries in order to buy 
finuncial security. In this con- 
nexion, a baok was published some 
time ngo by the dean of n school of 
business administration, in which 
the author prexented a plan design- 
ed to save capitalism from the 
destruction which he — believes 
awaits it if it continues to drift 
along Ita presdnt uncharted course, 
The corner stone of thia plan is 
‘the recognition that security—n 
security which implies self-respect- 
inex work on a plane above the mere 
aubsistence level—has now become 
a powerful competitor in the 
market with mankind's matertal 
wants, 
has made great progress in provid- 
ing these: transportation. com- 
munication, social contact. enter- 
tninment, and to a less extent, 
leixure. But it has made‘little or 
no progress toward the providing 
of security from unemployment 
and old age and = Incapacitation. 
Yet the demand for things which 
ean be manufactured will in the 
future depend incrensingly on the 
existence of security and adequate 
leisure. Business .Ieaders,~ says 
this authority, can and must co- 
operate {n assuming the cost of 
providing this sccurity, and the 
Government muat co-operate with 
them by ‘providing pre-planned 
publie works to furnish employ- 
ment in emergencies, But security 
in any ono country ts imposethls 
unless there is world stability. It 
ja therefore urged that since the 
“aggressive expansion of exports 
would create a dogree of bitterness 
In competition [between nations] 
almost Incvitably leading to war”, 
tha United States should turn. its 


Business, {t is pointed out, 


entire attention to an Intenstve 
‘development ofthe home. markot. 
Probably many will disagree with 
certain details of the plan. for 
examplo, if aggressive competition 
In forelyn trade is a possible cause 
of international friction, excessive- 
Jy high tariff walla are no lesa so, 
The important thing, however, is 
that a recognised leader of business 
has realised the imperative necea- 
ity. of n comprehensive plan “to 
provide for this new need of the 
worker, 

Tt is often stated thut the great 
growth In prosperity of the United 
States fn the Inst two decades was 
chiefly attributabke to tho arising 
of tivo new wants on the part of the 
public—porsonal mobility and com- 
munication, and ther sntisfactlon 
by business in the form of the 
automobile and the radio. May 
It not be that In the supplying of 
this new necessary of modern life, 
gxeeurity with lelsuro, business will 
find the key to an even greater, and 
his time a lasting, prosperity? - 


Tram or Bus? 


WIH the bus oust the tram from 
the streets of the cities of the 
future? This is a question fre- 
quently asked Ino this Colony and 
revived by the report of the Hong- 
kong Tramway a few daya  aKo. 
In England; where public opinion 
has on the whole tended to favour 
the bua aa the more useful vehiele, 
this popular judiement has been 
confirmed by the Royal Commis- 
slon on Transport, which — recom- 
mended the gradual elimination of 
the tram, Yet even in England, it 
fa not without signifiennce, the 
tram ix stil thought to have a long 
career before it. In London, in- 
deed, coatly transformations of the 
tramway system are still being 
carried through. liven with popular 
opinton againat ft. the tram = in 
London, it must be noted, still car- 
rics 27 per cent of the passengers. 
But outside England, both om 

| Europe aad America, the tram ig 
Heven more securely entrenched in 
the streets of large and small cities, 
Figures from Paris, Berlin and 
New York, and running into hun- 
dreds of millions, amply | support 
this fact. In spite of auch figures, 
however, there can be little doubt 
that the bua will in time banish tho 
dram from the streets, England's 
‘experience most certainly points to 
¢hat. [tix not only the automobile 
4hat . makes the tram = appear 
obsolete; it Is the greater mobility 
of the bus, ity greater comfort, fts 
grenter convenience for the pas- 
senger who can board it from the 
sidewalk, and last but not feast, 
{he greater economy in its running 
expenses, that will assure its 
{riumph over the tram. 
displacement of one form of trans- 
port by another will ip all pro- 
bability. be extremely slow. It 
will indeed be hardly surprising 
if even in England, where the pre- 
‘dice ayninst trams ia apparently 
keener than anywhere else, this 
period of transition turns out to 
be much slower than is generally 
‘expected. In undeveloped cities, 
on the other hand, ‘whether | in 
eastern Europe or in Asia, the pro- 
bability ia fiat the bus will be in- 
troduced in preference to the tram. 
Thus the most backward of to-day 
becomes, very surprisingly per: 
haps, though none the less certain- 
iy, the most forward of to-morrow.

' Certainly, in’ ita chief work— 
the collectlon and = delivery of 
letters—the Post Office {a offictent. 
Proof of that is afforded by the 
surprise we all feel if one Ietter 
xocs astray among. the 6,000,000,- 
000 dealt with annually, But an 
equally high standard ja not 
maintained in other branches of 
Post Office activity—the telephone 
and telegraph, for example. 

The renson for thin difference ts 
that the other undertakings are 
not ruled by the well-tried prin- 
ciples which sovern the’ mails 
generally, and which ought to be 
applicd to’ all public utility ser- 
vices, i 

This policy, which might be eall- 
ed State Administration, may be 
defined ahortly, In a negative way, 
as’ Collows :-— 

1. No State awnership, 
2. No monopoly, 
3. No profit. 

Even the mails depart from these 
conditions in some reapecta, 

With regard to the first prin- 
ciple, the collection and, delivery 
of letters haa been undertaken by 
the State from time fmmemorial, 
put although the  Postmnaster- 


General collects and delivers then] 


he does not acquire the ownership 
of the menns of conveyance. With 
few exceptions he contracts with 
varfous competing companies for 
the carriage of the mails—former- 
ly with the stage coach proprie- 
tors, afterwarda with other rond 
carriers, railway companies and 
steamship companics and now with 
nirway companies as well. 
Acquiring the Telegraph. 

The first Important departure 
from thia rule was in the purchase 
of the telegraph companies in the 
year 1870. This wos many years 
afterwards followed by the more 
serious and important case of the 
telephones in the year 1912. 

These two | acquisitiona, of 
course, required the expenditure 
of a very large amount.of capital, 
and, still more disastrously, in- 
volved the corollary of State 
management on the technical and 
mechanical side. 

Instead of contracting with the 
exiating telegraph and telephone 
companics (as with the carriers 
for majls), the authoritics not only 
purchased the asscts and good. 
will of the companies, but also set 
up engineering and — mechanical 
staffs, no doubt of very great 
efficiency, 

But had they adopted the prin- 
ciples upon which the mail service 
is curried out, the most efficient 
and up-to-date instruments would 
have been available from time to 
time, with no obsolete pinntsa. Ex- 
penses, too, would have been pay- 
able out of the receipts from the 
public with no heavy liabilities 
to be met out of capital. 

Departure .from the second 
principle of State administration 
—no monopoly-—means that when- 
ever an improved sorvice is start. 
ed or suggested it has been atop- 
ped or spoilt by the insistence of

the authorities upon thelr mono- 
poly. “3 Z 

A most glaring example of thia 
waa the attitude of the Post Office 
towards the telephone, which it 
regarded with tho utmost jealousy 
‘because It seemed likely to inter- 
fere with postal “profits.'’" 

Competition between a number 
of different telephone companica 
is, of course, not practicablo, as 
every subseriber requiring com- 
munication with every other. one. 
Notwithstanding this obvious fact, 
the Post Office started -ita own ° 
Installation and attempted to 
“compete” with the National Tole- 
phone Co. toy . 

Under the system of State ad- 
ministration alt the various com- 
panics could have been contracted 
with by the .Postmaster-Gonoral 


cal, engineering, and other techni- 
cal matters necessary to onable 
the public: to use tho telephones 
throughout the wholo country. 
The necessary subscriptions and 
other charges for calls. would 
have been collected at uniform 
rates for a specified number of 
minutes, irrespective of distance. 
Work for Specinitsts. 

Mt is probably not too Late oven 
now to adopt some such principle, 
A state Department fs not-suited 
for carrying out highly-technical 
enginecring work whith must be 
‘subject to continual dovelopmnent 
and improvement, and can bo snfe- 
ly left {mn the hands of tha very 
eminent firma who specialise in 
telephone equipment and installa. 
tion. 

The Post Office should concen- 
trnte on the actual needa of the 
public and sce to it (as they do 
most efficiently with the mafia) 
that the public have the best pos- 
afble service and most up-to-date 
appliances, for which they can 
hold the contracting firma = res- 
ponsible. 

Incidentally, nnd again adopting 
the principle of postal rates, they 
should not continue the most un- 
reasonable practice of charging 
for telephone calls by mileage 
instend of by time. It is surely 
an anomaly to charge for a tele- 
phone call according to dfstance, 
and therefore nt rates varying 
from one penny to as much as 
10s, for a three-minute call, when 
the charge for a telegram fa ts, 
for all distances, 

The third negative principle of 
State administration is No Profits. 
The practice of working a public 
pulility service for the sake of 
revenue is the most ‘prolific cause 
of inefficiency in the public ser- 
vice, a 
When the profits of any trading 
concern carried on by a nation or 


to provide the necessary mcchani- . 


municipality..are-applied-in-raliof. - 


of taxation, the public service will 
invarlably be worked more or less 
with the primary object of making 
as much profit as possible. The 
inevitable result js that the ser- 
vice will be starved for the sake 
of the profits. 

Untill the end of last century 
the profits of the Post Office were 
not sufficient to interest the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer. The- 
right principle was followed of 
applying profits to improving the 


service. 
Where, Profits Go. 

But by the year 1911 the pro- 
fita had risen to 46,000,000, and 
although the increased . postage 
was ostensibly imposed owing to 
the war, the fact remains that the 
profits have now risen to ‘over 
511,000,000, and it is eatimated 
that to reduce the., normal rate 
from 14d. to 1d, will cost about 
£5,000,000, 

It ia quite natural that whon 
these substantin| profits are made 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
will budget for retaining thom or 
for obtaining further profits, The 
general public, however, wil! ex- 
pect improvements In the sorvice, 
tradora reduced charges, and the 
workers increased wages. 

Let ua return to penny postage . 
and sixpenny telegrams. Let ua 
begin with twopenny telephones 
for three-minute calla for all dis- . 
tances from: call offices, or one 
penny for subseribers, making

ship decided to discharge the engineer | 


and convicted the coxhwain, who waa 
sentenced to 12 months’ hard Inbour.

Mr. d’Almada subscquently applied 

for a re-hearing of the case’ which was 
granted:

AMERICAN STEAMER RUNS 
.v INTO BATTLE. 


+ The Amorican Mall liner Pre- 

. Bldont Lincoln berthed at Kowloon 
at 9.90 last night, bringing 600 
passengers and 600 bags of mail. 
Included among the passongers 
were over 800 rofugees’ from 
Shanghat, 

The Presidont Lincoln departed 
from Shanghal at noon on Satur- 
day, after hostilities between the 
Chinese and Japanese forces wore 
resumed. Although fighting had 
commenced carly in the morning, 

‘there was no Indication at the 

International Settlement . that a 
florce ‘battlo was raging, and {t 
was not until the mouth of the 
Whangpoo River, and near the 
Woosung forts, that fighting was 
beard. 

Suddenly o Japanese destroyer 
darted out fifty yards ahead of 
the President Lincoln, and coin- 
meneed firing vigorously at the 
forta with its five Inch = yuna 
Five minutes later another dea- 
troyer steamed up behind the 
ship, and despite repented blaste 
on the siren, joined In the bomb- 
ardment, At rink of being hit by 
stray machine gun DPullets, with 
which the Chinese were retaliat- 
ing, the passengers on the Hner 
crowded the rails to watch the 
excitement, and obtained an un- 
Interrupted view of the engage: 
ment until the ship passed the 
danger zone into the Yangtsze 
Rivor. ; 

At the mouth of the Yangtaze 
five Japanese warships were 
censelessly pounding at the forts, 
and long after they dropped as- 
tern, passengers aboard the Pre- 
aident Lincoln could hear ‘the 
boom of their guna.

MORE, REFUGEES. - 


OVER 2,000 ARRIVE AT 
HONGKONG. 


With over 2,000 refugees from 
the fighting zone at Shanghai os 
passengers for Hongkong, the 
P. & O, Steamer Sirdhana borthed 
at Kowloon at 9 o'clock Inat night. 
A huge crowd gathered on the 
wharf to:meet the ship upon her 
arrival, and police had to assist in 
keeping the denae throng in order. 
The total number of pnasengers 
brought to Hongkong by tho 
Sirdhana was 2,391 constituting a 
record list for tho vessel. OF 
these, 27 travelled first class, 44 
sevond class and 2,320, practically 
all of whom wore refugees from 
Shanghai, in the steerage. 

The Sirdhann left Shanghai ot 
4 pam. on Friday, before hostilitles 
were resumed between the Chinese 
and Jnpanese forces. Officers 
nbourd state that every ehip leaving 
Shanghai wan rushed by refugees, 
trying to leave the danger zone, 
and the record number of pansen- 
yors ia only typleal of what is tak- 
ing place there. 

Although the Sirdhana arrived 
at Hongkong at 10 a.m. yeaterdny, 
nh case of suspected small-pox was 
discovered on board, and the ahip 
was quarantined gt Stonecutters 
Island until 8 o’clock Jast night. 

Every paasenger abourd, but one, 
landed at Hongkong, The solitary 
exception has booked hie passage 
through to Calcutta. 

A further 800 refugees arrived 
on the President Lincoln last night.

THE MEANING OF ° 
-.° DREAMS. 


FASCINATING PAPER BY DR. 
E. L, ALLEN. | 


“Dreams and their Meaning” 
was the subject dealt with in_a 
fascinating paper by the Rev. Dr. 
E, L, Allen, M.A, Ph.D. at. the 
European Y.MLC.A., lost night 
when, under the auspices of the 
Literary and Debating Society, he 
entertained a Jarge gathering in the 
Weat Lounge, as well aa radio Is- 
teners, with hia views on the sub- 
Ject. , 

From dividing dreams up into 
various categories, Dr. Allen went 
on to show how certain psycholoxi- 
en) tests could be applied for the 
interpretation of thelr meanings 
and contended that when honestly 
and diligently searched for, the in- 
sight into the meaning of dreams 
brought people much nearer the 
renlities than the prejudices which 
they fontered and the excuses which 
they made during thelr waking 
lives. 

Mr. J. H. Hunt, O.B.E,, presided 
and introduced the speaker, while 
the lecture was broageast from 
ABW. 


Why Do We Drenm? 


Dr. Alten, in the course of his 
address, said in part: 

If the question is asked, ‘Why 
do we dream?’ the usual anawer 
ian ‘Beeduse of something wrong 
with our. digestive aystem. Tt 
was that tough beef. that boiled 
padding with which the conk had 
faboured in vain that was reaponsi- 
ble for the whole odd business? 
Certainly. there ix something in 
such a contention, but it is by no 
means the whole truth No one 
would say that the drawing of the 
curtains at the theatre is the cause 
of the play which follows, It mere- 
ly creates the situat‘on in which 
the scenery and the waiting actors 
become visible te the audience and 
in which those actors are able to 
procerd with the play. So it mav 
well be that certain bodily condl- 
lions provide the opportunity for 2 
dream, but the dream itself is dire 
to quite other factors. 

ft is sometimes said that we 
dream of what has been on our 
minds during the day. A Welsh 
miner once told ime that it was a 
by no means uncommon thing. for 
him, after he had been held uy 
during the day by some particularly 
obstinate bitcin the conl-seam, ta 
visualise Lhe whole situition afresh 
in his-dream the followinse night 
and to see now exactly where he 
shonld direct his pick in order to 
be able to deal with it. 

But it is equally correct to say 
that we tend to dream of what we 
have tried to keep out of our minds 
during the day. Thus, shetl-shock 
patients during the war tried to 
forget that there was such a thing 
aga war on, they refused to read 
the newspapers or to allow their 
minds tu go back to their experi- 
ences ut the Front, only to find 
that these experiences revived dur- 
ing the night with a terrifying in- 
tensity. Indeed. the whole theory 
of the dream turns on this fact that 
there are wishes and memaries 
which we repress by day but which 
re-asser£ Themselves by night. 

Psychological Conceptions, 

Before we cnn really deal with in- 
dividual dreams and their interpre- 
tation, there are two psychological 
conceptions te which [must intro- 
duce you. The first is that of the 
Unconscious, You try to recall o 
name but it refuses, to come up in 
your memory, You feel you have 
almost got it, there ia something 
in your consciousness that reminds 
you of it, and you say, ‘It’s on the 
tip of my tongue: I shall get in a 
minute!’ This shows that it is 
possible for something to be in 
your mind, as we Bay, hut not pre- 
aent to your consciousness. In 
other words, there is in us a store- 
house of hidden memories, Avain, 
Archimedes long ago was working 
ata problem in physica, Think it 
over as he might, he could 
not see the solution. Thea, 
just as he waa stepping into the 
bath, so theatory goes, it flashed on 


him, and shouting in wild excite- 


ment, ‘I have. found it! I have 
found it!’ he rushed out, So that 
this hidden part of ourselves is

something that can, so to speak, 
carry on thinking .while wo aro 
doing something else nnd even solve 
our -problems for. us. We can 
speak then of the mind as func- 
tioning at two levels, the surface 
and the underground levels, or, in 
the psychological terminology, th: 
conscious and tha — unconscious 
levels. Our waking life is lived 
largely—though not so Inrgely as 
we think—nat the conscious level. 
wherens our dreams are the acti- 
vitv of the unconscious self. 

Tho sccond conception ia that of 
Conflict. Each of. us is constantly 
heing made the battlegrownd of two 
conflicting tendencies or scts of 
tendencies. We are torsed between 
the thing we-want and the thing we 
feel we ought to do, something in 
us drives in one direction, but cir- 
cumatances block up the road and 
refuse to allow us to travel down 
st. “A man wants to marry but Re 
cannot afford to de #0, 1 woman 
craves for a mate but finds no one 
for whom: she can really care, Ah 
led grows up and there is a conflict 
within him between his sense of 
duty te his parents and his impulac 
to freedom. Snch a conflict alwave 
renches down tn gome extent to the 
ynconscfous aclf, 


A Drenm Deserihed. 


I can now hazard a definition or 
n description of the dream. The 
dream is the picture which the 
unconscious paints of one’s life- 
situation, it being understood that 
that life-situation Is viewed aa the 
scene of a conflict. The conacious 
sclf works In words. the dream. 
in pictures. Hence the bizarre 
character of the dream, reminding 
us of a veritable ‘Alice in Wonder- 
land’ world. Our waking sclf in 
capable of the most abrupt transl- 
tions in thought: if you try a little 
introspection, yqu will be amused 
sometimes at the jumps your mind 
makes from the lounge of | the 
Y.M.C.A. to the taste of salmon 
and then to the problem of immor- 
lality! Try to represent those 
jumps in pictures and your average 
dream will appear sober In ‘com- 
parison! 

Starting from that description of 
the dream, one can divide dreams 
into several categories. Four of 
these suggest themselves. Thera 
is the dream in which the conflict is 
fought through to a victorious con- 
clusion. There fs the dream in 
which it is given up and defeat 
ensues. There is the dream in 
which we escape from it by imagin- 
ing that [tis all over, while in 
reality it is raging as fiercely as 
wer. And finntly, there is the 
dream which represents to ua the 
netual course of the conflict aa 
something still undecided, 

It will be mest convenien to 
take the third class first. Those 
are what is known as wish-fulfil- 
ment. dreams. There is something 
which we want by day but cannot 
get and in the night we imagine it 
is ours. Thus the Arttic explorer 
dreams of warm fires and plates 
of roast beef or plum pudding! 
There are two more involved cases 
of this type of dream whieh may bo 
of interest. The first is on amus- 
ing one. Freud tetls of a medical 
student who was very fond of his 
bed and had to be roused every 
morning by his landiandy. One dav 
she knocked at the door and snid. 
‘Get up at once, Mr, So-and so. you 
have to be at the hospital by 9! 
Whereupon he dreamed that he 
was in hospital as a patient, and 
saying to himself, ‘Well, if I am 
in hosp‘tal already, | don’t need to 
get up to go there!’ he turned over 
and went to sleep again, A soldier 
in France dreamed that his right 
hand had been ent off. What did 
that mean? It mennt that there 
was a conflict within him hetween 
the impulse to self-preservation and 
his sense of duty. In. the dream 
he imagined situation which 
woulo relieve him from the strain 
of the conflict: having lost his

Another type of dream is that 
In which the re-birth of the in- 
dividual is depicted. The symbols 
used for this are often those moat 
familiar to us from ordinary life 
and every-day speech. They are 
the symbols of firc, water, chang- 
ing one’s clothes and so on. . Here 
is a dream of re-birth in which the 
individual has attained to mastery: 
over his circumstances and his own 
inner self. 

‘{ was in France, holding rank ns 
a General, I went round the front 
line on a tour of inspection, when 
an enemy attack commenced and I 
atu the German waves —approach- 
ing our trenches. Was I to with- 
draw, us my rank required, or to 
stay and join in the fighting? 1 
decided that | must take. my part, 
at least to begin with, and drawing 
my revolver began to fire on the 
enemy. 

Here the dreamer sees: himaclf 
aa a General: he ia in command. 
But a threatening situation arises 
and he has to make the choice be- 
tween facing [t boldly and seckihys 
sufety. He makes the more heroic 
decision, though the qualification 
‘at fenst for a time’ suggests that 
the process of re-ndjustment to life 
is not yet quite complete. 


Not Easily Understood. 


The subject of numbers and 
names in dreams js a very fascinat- 
ing one. Thus, [ dreamed rot 
long ayo that a £10 note was tiaad- 
ed: to me, with the number 68.40. 
Add 6 to & and 4 to 9 atc in each 
cnse you get the number 3%, 
obviously the symbol of something 
worthless, if not even injurious. 

There are dreams which seem to 
offer us a mensure of guidance: 
they contain suggestions from the 
unconscious as to how our pro- 
blems might be solved. A lady 
concerned in many activities 
dreamed once that she had to catch 
a train. She was standing in a 
room, the floor of which was litter- 
ed with a thousand and one things 
which she wanted to take with her. 
Feverishly she tried to thrust them 
into various suit-cases, glancing 
uvery now and again at the clock. 
At length. seeing the time going, 
she snatched up a couple of suit- 
cases und ran to the station, only 
to see the trair’ disnppearing as 
she stepped on to the platform. 
Tlie meaning of the dream is that 
she hus been go busy with her 
many interests that she has missed 
the one thing needful, something 
which would take her through life 
to a destination. Let her cut gut 
some of them and concentrate in- 
stead of getting the train! 

There is no easy road to the 
understanding of the dream. One 
needs a certain technique, one 
needs also to cultivate honesty with 
oneself if one 13 to understand 
one’s own dreams, for the revela- 
tion they provide is sometimes 1 
very painful one indeed. But to 
have some insight into the meaning 
of one’s dreams is to be able to ace 
aneself in a quite new light, to get! 
‘ndccd much nearer to the reali- 
‘ies than the prejudices we foster 
ind the excuses we.make during 
sur waking life will ever allow us 
to get. :

In the discussions which have 
been taking place in the United 
States ip regard to business de- 
pression, it has been pointed out 
that while trade srenerally has been 
bad, there. bave been striking ine 
ereases shown by insurance com. 
panies and savings banks in 
policies and deposits. From this 
fact, some have argued that this 
means that mony, instead of being 
rut has been boarded. Whilst. 
thir may be so to some extent, it 
Is just as possible that it reflects 
a tendency to scale down expendi- 
tury on luxuries in order to buy 
finuncial security. In) this con- 
nexion, a book was published some 
time ago by the denn of a school of 
business administration, in which 
the author presented n plan design- 
ed to save capitalism from the 
destruction which he believes 
awaits It if it continues to drift 
‘along its present uncharted course. 
The corner stone of this plan Is 
that security—a 
seeurite which implies self-respect- 
{ng work on a plane above the mere 
aubsistence level—has now become 
2 powerful competitor in the 
market with mankind's —materlal 
wants. - Business, {t fa pointed out, 
has made great progress in provid- 
ing these: transportation, com- 
munication, social contact, enter- 
tainment, and’ to a Teas extent. 
bisure. But it has made little or 
no progress toward the providing 
of security from unemployment 
and-old age and incapacitation. 
Yet the demand for things which 


ean be manufactured will in the- 


future depend increasingly on the 
exintence of security and adequate 
Yoiaurec, Business leaders, says 
this authority, can and must co- 
onerate in assuming the cost of 
providing this security, and tho 
Government. must co-operate with 
them, by providing pre-planned 
public works to furnish’ omploy- 
‘ment. in emergencies. But accurity: 
in any ona country is fimnoseibla 
unless there {5 world stability, It 
fs therofore. urged that since. the 
“aggressive expansion of oxports 
would create a degree of bitterness 
‘in competition [between .nationa] 
almost Shevitably. leading to war’, 
‘the United States should turn its 


entire attontion to an « intensive 
development of tho home market. 
Probably many will disagree with 
certain details of the plan., For 
example, if aggressive competition 
in foreign trade is a possible cause 
of international friction, excesalye- 


dy high tariff walls ure no Icsa ao. 


The important thing, however, is 
that a recognised leader of buninesa 
haa ‘realised the imperative necea- 
Ity of a comprehensive plan to 
provide ‘for this new need of the 
worker. . ; 

It is often stated that the great 
yrowth In prosperity of the United 
States In‘the Inst two deendes was 
chiefly attributable to the arising 
of tivo new wants on the part of the 
public—personal mobility and com- 
munication, and their antisfaction 
by business in the form of the 
automobile and’ the radio. May 
It not be that in the supplying of 
this new nocessary of modern life,

-Tram or Bus? 


Will the bus oust the tram from 
the streets of the cities of the 
future? Thin Iya question fre- 
quently asked in this Colony and 
revived by the report of the Hong- 
kong Tramway a few dnyR ago. 
In England, where public opinion 
has on the whole tended to favour 
the bua na the more useful vehicle, 
this popular judgment has been 
confirmed by the Royal Conmis- 
ston on Transport, which recom- 
mended the gradual climination of 
the tram. Yel even in England, it 
la not without significance, the 
tram ia still thought to have a long 
career before it, In London, in- 
deed, costly transformations of the 
tramway system are still being 
enrried through, Even with popalar 
opinion agninat it, the tram in 
London, it must-be noted, still car- 
ries 27 per cent of the passengers, 
But outside’ England, both om 
Earope aad America, the trum Is 
even more securely entrenched’ in 
the streets of large and small citlea. 
Figures from’ Paris, Berlin and 
New York, and running into hun- 
dreds of millions, amply support 
this fact. In spite of such figures, 
however, there can be littlo doubt 
that the bua will in time banish the 
4ram from the, streets. England's 
experience most certainly polntsa to 
thut. It is not only the automobile 
Mhat , makes the tram. appear 
obsolete; it is the greater mobility 
of the bus, its greater comfort, its 
greater convenience for the pas- 
rsenger Who can bonrd it from the 
sidewalls; aud dast but not least, 
(he greater economy in its running 
expenses, that will assure its 
triumph over the tram. But this 
displacernent of one form of triris~ 
port by another will in all pro- 
bability be extremely slaw. It 
will indeed be hardly surprising 
{1 even in England, where the pre- 
udice against trams is apparently 
Jeonor than anywhere cle, this 
period of transition turns out to 
be much slower than {s generally 
expected. In undeveloped cities, 
on the . other hand, whether In 
eastern Europe or in Asia, the pro- 
bability is that the bus will be in- 
troduced in preference to the tram, 
Thus the most backward of to-day 
becomes, very surprisingly per- 
haps, though none the less certain- 
ty, the most forward of to-morrow.

ENNY POST 
PROFITS. 


By WHATELY C. ARNOLD. 


HERE fx justification for the 

memorial, signed by 3820 
membera of Parliament — and 
recently presented to the Prime 
Minister, asking for the appoint- 
ment of a “small but strong com- 
mitiea to review the organisation 
of the Post Office and frama de- 
talled proposals for ita improve- 
ment.” 

Certainly, in Its, chief work— 
the collection and delivery of 
letters—the Post Office is efficient. 
Proof of that is afforded by the 
surprise we all feel if one lotter 
soos astray among the 6,000,000,- 
000 dealt with annually. But an 
equally high standard is not 
maintained in other branches of 
Post Office activity-——the telephone 
and telegraph, for example. 

The reason for this difference Is 
that the other undertakings are 
not ruled by the well-tried prin- 
ciples which govern the matis 
generally, and which ought to be 
applied ito all public utility xer- 
vices. 

This policy, which might be call- 
‘ed State Administration, may be 
defined shortly, in a negative way, 
as Tollows:-— . 

1. No State ownership. 
2. No monopoly, 
3, No profit. 

Even the mafia depart from thease 
conditions in some respects. 

With regard to the first) prin- 
ciple, the collection and delivery 
of letters has been undertaken by 
the State from time immemorial, 
but although the Postmaster- 
Genern] collects and delivers them 


he does not acquire the ownership

Competition between ‘a number 
of differont telephone companies 
is, of course, not practicable, 2s 
every subscriber requiring com- 
munication with every other one. 
Notwithstanding this obvious fact; 
the Post Office started its own 
installation and attempted to 
“compote” with the National Tele- 
phone Co. fee 

Under the’ system of State ad- 
ministration all the various com- 
panies could have been contracted 
with by the’ Postmaster-Genecral 
to provide the necessary mechani- 
cal, engineering, and other tochni-: 
cal mattera necessary to enable 
the public to use tho telephones 
throughout the whole country. 
The neceasary subscriptions and 
other charges for calls would 
have been collected at -uniform 
rates for a specified number of 
minutes, irrespective of distance. 

Work for Specinlists. 

It is probably not too Inte ever 
now to adopt some such principle. 
A stato Department is not suited 
for carrying out highly-technical 

{engineering work which must be 
subject to continual development 
and improvement, andccan be safe- 
ly left in the hands of the very 
eminent firms who specialise in ~ 
telephone equipment and [natalla- 
tion, 

The Post Office should concen- 
trate on the actual needs of the 
public and see to it (as they do. 
most efficiently with the malls) 
that the public have the beat pos- 
sible service und most up-to-date 
appliances, for which they can 
hold the contracting firms res- 
ponaible. . ; 

Incidentally, and again adopting 
the principle of postal rates, they 
should not, continue the most un- 
reasonable practice of | charging 
for telephone calls by mileage 
instead of by time. It is surely 
an anomaly to charge for a tele- 
phone eall according to d{stance, 
and thorefore ot rates varying 
from one penny to as much as 
10s, for n three-minute call, when 
tho charge for a telegram {as 1s, 
for all distances. 

Tho third negative principle’ of 
State administration fs No Profits. 
The practice of working a public 
utility service for the snake of 
revenue is the most prolific cause 
of inefficiency in the public ser- 
vice. ’ 

When the profita of any trading 
concern carried on by a nation or 


of taxation, the public service will 
invariably be worked more or Icss 
with the primary object of making 
as much profit as possible. The 
inevitable result {8 that the ser- 
vice will be starved for tha sake 
of the profits. ‘ 

Until the end of Jast century 
the profits of the Post Offtce were 
not sufficient to Interest the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer. The 
right principle was followed of 
applying profits to improving the 
service. : 

Where Profita Go, 

But by the year 1911 the pro- 
fits had rigen to , £5,000,000, and 
although the Increased postage 
wan ostensibly imposed owing to 
the war, the fact remains that the 
profits have now risen. to over 
£11,000,000, and it {s estimated 
that to reduce the normal rate 
from 1d. to 1d. will cost about 
£5,000,000. :

78 miles during the three days and 
nights that he wan swimming. The 
champion sct up tho record 
without the aid of legs—for he ix the 
Jegless wonder, Charles Zimmy, .who 
arrived here yesterday morning from 
Manila where he had heen giving A 
necien' of exhibitions. 


A unique character in aquatic spurt, 
Charles Zimmy, who: is to make an 
attempt to swim the English Channel 
from Dover to France and then 
bnek to England again without 
landing on French territory, an 
achievement that has never yet been 
necomplished, arrived in Hongkong 
hy the Asama Maru yesterday morn- 
ing und in atnying in the Colony for 
a short period during which time he 
is to muke severnl appearances before 
local audiences, 


Ziminy, who lost his lege in a tram 
neeldent in Chicago when he was 
eight yenrn of age, han adapted him- 
self to many spheres: of life that 
would even: impoasible te no man who 
bas been deprived of the assistance 
of bis legn, Ano adept at diving, 
ZAimmny has thrilled audiences jn many 
parta of the world with his aquatic 
feats. He has overcome hin disnd- 
vantage on the golf links and also 
in the driving: of n motor car, He in 
able ote do geymnastio stunts and 
moven nbout with Incredible speed on 
ne farge nkate which he straps to the 
stump of hin right leg: Ile furnishes 
motive power with his arms and uses 
the stimp of hia left tes an a brake 
avhen he wants to stop quickly, 


Swimmer, Acrobat, Dancer! 


His diMiculty in controlling a moter 
car han been overcome by equipping 
a special hand braking device while 
the cluteh is equipped with an 
elongated pedal which he works with 
the ntump of his Jeft leg. Whilxt 
playing golf he hans a caddy to carry 
no ntool for hin use and in able to 
employ all the shota of a master 
golfer. 


Zimmy is to appear at all perfor- 
mnnces \of the King's Theatre on 
Wednesday and han been engaged for 
four day. He is to give exhibitions 
of under water swimming in an glass 
tank whieh he has been taking around 
the world with him. Ife will give 
rome aerobatic turns and awill end up 
his programme with n dance! 


Zimmy culled nt the offices of the 
S.C. M. Poxt Seaterday and outlined 
hin plans fur his attempt to swim 
the Channel, After he hnd introduced 
himself our representative was at a 
loss to know how to Invite the les- 
lows marvel to sit down, He managed 
to stutter, “Can you sit down" and 
as a‘reply was surprised to see Zimmy 
climb nimbly onto no chair, He cx- 
plained that sitting dewn was any- 
thing but a difficult taxk for him, as 
he climbs Indders 160 feet high. 


Speaking of the loss of his Iimbs 
Zimmy xnid that he lost them in a 
tram accident in Chicaga 30 years ago 
at the age of eight. He was then ao 
news boy ond, in jumping from a 
tram, was run over by another, “I 
couldn't swim a rtroke when I had 
them” he said. “One day I went to 
a awimining pool with some boys and 
they pushed me. into the water. I 
jdiscovered 1 couldn't sink and I have 
been swimming ever since. Legs are 
the heaviest part of the human body 
in water. They are dead weight," 
explained Zimmy. 


When asked how he propelled him- 
self in the water, Zimmy calmly re- 
plied, "I always use the Australian 
cruw] Without the kicking.” 


His Channel Swim. 


In July last Zimmy broke the then 
existing endurance record by remnin- 
ing In the water for 100 hours and 
16 aces., and when apenking of his 
impending attempt te conquer the 
English Channel from Dover to 
France and back Zimmy spoke con- 

‘fidently of his success. “] cnn do 
it,” he anid, nnd expressed the opinion. 
that it would take, him at mont 75 
hourrg to accomplish the feat. 


Elaborate preparations havo been 
made for the attempt, Zimmy ex- 
plaininy that he had expended about 
$25,000 nll told. -He had a band of 
experts with him and had engaged 
ao special dictitian from Australia to 
join him in England two months be- 
fore tho nctunl attempt is made. 
After he has succecded—for he en- 
terlains no doubts whatever of his 
success—he Intends to make a: brief 
stay in London where he will give 
exhibitions before returning to the 
United States, The awim will be 
made during the Inst week of August. 


Zimmy has many achievements to 
j his eredit and claims at least two 
world records. By remaining in the 
| water for 100 hours and 15 secs. ho 
bent the previous enduranco record 
held by Mrs, Myrtle Hudderston by 
nearly 14 hours. He hos remained 
Sunder water for ‘4 minutes and 17 
+ peconds which ho claims os another 
‘record.: For three minutes he has 
smoked a cigarette under water. 


From the age of twelve, four years 
after losing tho use ef his legs, 
| Zimmy has been appearing before tho 
[public giving exhibitions and has 
{travelled in various parts of the 
iworld although tho Intended trip to 
'Enginnd to swim the Channel will 
be the first time he has been to 
Europe. During hls appearances in 
Japon and Manila he haa thrilled 
large audicnees who have marvelled 
at the wondorful agility of n man who 
has lost the use of his legs. 


Zimmy {a 9 strongly built individual 
with a pair of power fol arma which 
ho uscs to lift his enormous weight 
of oleven stones. 

Zimmy, has a charming wife and 
two children, a boy and a girl.

DISINHERITED SON TO 
_ TO SHARE: IT. © 


A settlement hns been reached 
In ‘the strange cane of tho. ownor- 
ship of the cstate—valucd at 
£60,000—of the Inte Mr. Francis 
Capper Brooke, of Ufford Place, 
Suttolk, who diainherited his son, 
Colonel Reginald Brooke, 47 years 
ago. 

By. his will of 1886 Mr, Brooke 
provided that his estate should be 
left to the male heir of Sir 
Thomas - Brooke, who dled 614 
yeura ago, : 

Since an’ advertisement appear- 
ed Inst yenr for this heir, five peo- 
ple, Including Lord Cobham, Lord 
Strabolgi and Lord Burgh, have 
clnimed the ‘estate. 

In the meanwhile the estate has 
remained in the possession of 
Major Eardley S, Bois, whore an- 
cestors marricd into’ the. Brooko 
fumily. He wna recently ‘allowed 
by Royal licence .te chango his 
name to Brooke, 

Now a compromise regarding 
the estate has been reached be- 
tween Major Brooka (Bofas) and 
Colonel Reginald Brooke, the dls- 
inherited son, who {a 77 years of 
age and Jives in London. 

“Lo have signed an agreement 
whereby I receive n propartion of 
the estate,” the Colonel told the 
Presa, 

The Only Maleheir. 
Colonel Brooke was cut out of 
hix father’s will because: he made 
a complimentary speech about a 
man his father disliked. 

When the disinherited son con- 
feated the will in 1923 he won in 
the court, but lost on an appeal, 
and Maor Lois was given posses- 
slon by order of the Court, 

“The curious thing,” suid Colonel 
Brooke, “is that, although I was 
disinherited, I am the only male 
heir In the male descent fram Sir 
Thomas Brooke. The other claim- 
ants who have come forward re- 
cently are descendants in the 
female line. 

“I cannot afford to contest the 
matter further, so I have agreed 
to the compromise.”

The re-heasing of the case In which 
Chan Kam-shing, the ‘coxnwain of 
steamlaunch Wah Shing Ton, was 
originally charged with being In un- 
lawful possession of 659 tnels of 
gplume was continued at the Kowloon 
Magiatrncy before Mr. Fraser ycster- 
dny afternoon. : x 

Mr. F, X. d'Almada, Sr., appenred 
on behalf of the defendant, while Bir. 
T. M. Hozelrigg was for the Crown. 

It will be reenlted that, originally, 
the defendant In this case and the 
chief engincer of the Wah Shing Ton, 
Chan Lam, were both charged with 
unlawful porseasian of the opium, but 
after henring the evidence, his Wor- 
ahip decided to discharge the engincer 
and convicted the coxswain, who wna 
sentenced to 12 montha’ hard Inbour. 
His Worship further ordered - the 
launch to be confiscated. ‘ 

Mr. d'Almada subsequently applicd 
for n re-benring of the cnse which was 
granted. 

At the re-henring, Mr. Mazetrige 
nmeniled the charge to one of uninw- 
fully allowing the Inunch Wah Shing 
Ton to be used for an unlawful pur- 
pose, Mr. d’Almadn offered no objec- 
tion. 

At yesterday's 
witnesses testified that, while 
Inunch was nat Wuchow between 
Innunry 17 and 19, the coxswain had 
been ashore, nnd on his return in the 
evening. had gone straight to-bed. 

Mr. d’'Almadn submitted that his 
client knew nothing of the opium 
which was hidden in the stern of tho 
Inunch, and thin part of the Iaunch 
was under the charge of the Chief 
Engineer. 

Hin Worship held that the defen- 
dant was guilty on the amended 
charge, admitting that perhaps the 
defendant should not have been con- 
vieted on the original charge. He wan 
antiafiod that the defendant was not 
the prime mover, but as coxawain of 
the vessel he was rernonsible for 
what his officers did. His Worship 
thought the chief Engineer was un- 
dpubtedly the prime mover.

brought people much nearer the 
realities than the prejudices which 
they fortered and the excuses which 
they mada during their waking 
liven. 


Mr. J. H. Hunt, 0.B.6., presided 
and introduced the- speaker, while 
the lecture wan broaacast: from 
ABW. ; 


Why Do We Drenm? 


Dr. Allen, in the course of hia 
address, satd in part: 3 

If the question is asked, “Why 
do we dream? the usual anawer 
in ‘Because of something wrong 
with our digestive system, It 
waa that tough beef, that bofled 
pudding with which the cook had 
laboured in valn that was respansi- 
ble for the whole odd business!’ 
Certainly, there ix something in 
anch a contention, but it.is_ by no 
means the whole truth, No ane 
would say that the drawing of the 
curtains at the thentre is the cause 
of the play which follows, It mere- 
ly creates the situation In which 
the acenery and the waiting actors 
become visible to the audience and 
in which those actors are able to 
proceed with the play. So it mav 
well be thet certain bodily condi- 
lions provide the opportunity for » 
dream, but the dream itself is due 
to quite other factors. 

It is sometimes said that we 
dream of what has been: on our 
minds during the day. A Welsh 
miner once told ine that it was a 
by no means uncommon thing for 
Him, after he had been held up 
during the day by some particularly 
obstinate bit in the conl-seam, to 
visualise the whole situation afresh 
in bis dream the following night’ 
nnd to ace now exactly where he 
should direct his plek‘in order to 
he able to deal with it. : ; 

But it is oqually correct to aay 
that we tend to'dream of what we 
have tried to keep out of our minds 
during the day. Thus, shell-shock 
patents during the war tried to 
forget that there was such a thing 
nga war.on, they refused to read 
the newspapers or to allow their 
minds to go back to their experi- 
ences at the Front, only to. find 
that these experiences revived dur- 
ing the night with a terrifying in- 
tensity. Indeed, the whole theory 
of the.drcam turna on this fact that 
there are wishes and memories 
whieh we repress by day but which 
re-assert ‘themselves by night. 


Psychological, Conceptions, 


Refore we can, really deal with in- 
dividual dreams and their interpre- 
tution, there are two psychological 
conceptions to Which | must intro- 
duce you. The firat ta that of the 
Unconscious; You try to recall a 
name but it refuses to come up in 
your memory, Yau feel you have 
nimost got it, there is something 
in your consciousness that reminds 
you of it, and you say, ‘It's on the 
tin of my tongue; I shall yet in a 
minute!’ This shows that it is 
possible for something to be in 
your mind, 18 we sy, but not pre- 
went to your consciousness, In 
other words, there {8 in us a store. 
house of hidden memories, Again, 
Archimedes long ago’was working 
at a problem in physics. Think it 
over as he might, he could 
not sce the aolution. Then, 
just aa he was stepping into the 
bath, so the story gocs, it flashed on 
him, and shouting in wild excite- 
ment, ‘I have found {tt 1 have 
found it! he rushed.out, So that 
this hidden part of ourselves is

‘We can 
spoak then ‘of the mind as func- 
tioning ot two levels, the surface 
und the underground levels, or.-in 
the psychological terminology, the 
conscious and the - unconuclous 
levels. Our waking life Is lived 
largely—though not .so largely as 
we think—nt the conscious Icvel, 
whereas our dreams are tho actl- 
vitv of the unconscious self, . 

“The second conception Is: that of 
Conflict. Each of us is constantly 
hence made the battleground of two 
conflleting tendencies or sts of 
tendencies. We are tqsaed between 
the thing we want and ‘the thing we 
feel we ought to do, something In 
us_drives in one direction, but cfr- 
cumstances block up the rond and 
refuse to allow us to travel down 
it. A man wants to marry but he 
cannot afford to do so, 9 women 
craves for a mate but finds no one 
for whom she can really care. A 
Ind grows up and there fs 9 conflict 
within him between hla sense of 
duty to his parents and his impnuise 
to freedom. Such a conflict niwave 
reaches down to some extent to the 
unconaclos self 


A Dream Described. . 


I can now hazard a definition or 
a description of the dream. The 
dream ia the picture which the 
unconsclous paints af one’s “life- 


situation, it bein understood that’ 


that life-sttuation Ja viewed as the 
scene of a conflict, The conscious 
self worka In words, the dream. 
In pieturea. Hence the bizarre 
character of the dream, reminding 


vty of n veritable ‘Alice In Wonder- 


land’ world. Our waking self ia 
capable af the most abrupt transi- 
tiona in thought: if you try a little 
introspection, you will be amused 
fometimes at the jumps your mind 
mnkea from the lounge of tha 
Y.M.C.A. to the taste of salmon 
and then to the problem of Immor- 
tality! Try to represent those 
jumps In pictures and your average 
dream will appear sober In com- 
parison! 

Starting from that description of 
the. dream. one can divide _dreama 
into several categories, Four of 
these suggest themselves. Thera 
is the dream in which the conflict is 
fought through to a victorious con- 
clusion. There is the dream in 
which it is given up and defeat 
ensues, There is the dream in 
which wo esenpe from it by imagine 
ing that: it is all over, while in 
reality it Is raging as flercely aa 
ever, And finnlly, there is the 
dream which represents to ns the 
actual cours: of — the conflict as 
something still undecided. 

It will bos mast convenient to 
take the third class first. These 
are what {a known as wish-fulfil- 
ment. dredinp, There is something 
which wo’ Want day but cannot 
get and in the night we imagine It 
is ours. Thus the Arctic explorer 
drenama of, warm -fires and plates 
of roast beef or plum pudding! 
There are two more Invelved cases 
of this typt of dream which may bo 
of interest. The first is an amua- 
ing one, Freud tells of a medical 
student who was very fond of his 
bed and had toe be roused every 
morning by his landlady. One dav 
she knocked at the.door and said. 
"Get up at once, Mr. So-and ao, you 
have tu be at the hospital by 9! 
Whereupon he dreamed that he 
was in hospital ag a patient, and 
eaving to himself, ‘Well, if I am 
in hosp'tal already, 1 don't need to 


get up to go there!"-he turned over 


and went to sleep again. A soldier 
in France dreamed that his right 
hand had been ent off. What did 
thnt mean? It mennt that there 
was a conflict within him between 
the impulse to self-preservation and 
his sonse of duty. -In:the dream 
he imagined a ,situation which 
woula relieve him from the strain 
of the conflict: having lost his

“Very common one, cxpecinily 
im adolescence. Without . being 
dogmatic on the subject [ would 
suggest that the purqucr. in the 
dream {s the man chasing the boy, 
the woman chasing the girl. The 
dreamer is awakening to tho pox- 
sibilities of manhood, to tho Bex- 
urge in particular, he would Ike to 
escape trom destiny and his own 
enlarging self but cannot! 

Another type of dream Sa that 
in’ which the re-birth of tho -in- 
dividual is dopicted.- The symbols 
used for this are often those mont 
famitinr to us from ordinary life 
and every-day speech, They are 
the symbols of fire, water, chang- 
ing one’s clothes and so on. Here 
ia a dream of're-birth in which the 
individual has attained to mastery 
over his circumatances and his own 
inner self. :

‘at lenat fora time’ suggests, that 
the process of re-adjuatment to life 
in not yet quite complete.

very painful one indecd. But to 
have some insight into the meaning 
of one’s dreams is to be able to ace. 
oesel£ ina quite new light, to get

Tram or Bus? 
Will the bua oust the tram from 


-the streets of the cities “of the 


future? This is a question fre- 
quently asked fn this Colony and 
revived by the report of the Hong- 
kong Tramway a few days ago. 
In England, where public opinion 
ns on the whole tended to favour 
the bus us the more useful vehicle, 
this popular judgment hag been 
confirmed by the Royal Commis- 
sion on Transport, which recom- 
mended the gradual elimination of 
the tram. Yet even in England, {t 
ia not without significance, the 
tram is still thought tu have a long 
enreer before It, In London, in- 
deed, costly tranaformations of the 
tramway system are still being 
carried through. Even with popular 
opinion against it, the tram in 
London, it must be noted, still car- 
ries 27 per cent of the passengers. 
But outside England, both in 
Gurope aad Amerlea, the trum Ja 
even more securely entrenched fn 
the streets of large and small cities. 
Figures from Parla, Berlin and 
New York, and running into hun- 
dreds of millions, amply support 
this fact. In spite of such figures, 
however, there can be little doubt 
that the bus will in time banish tho 
(ram from the streets, England's 
experience most certainly points to 
dhat, It is not only the automobile 
4hat makes the tram = appear 
ubsolete; It is the greater mobility 
of the bus, its greater comfort, its 
greater conventence for ‘the pis- 
aengeor who ean board it ‘from the 
sidewntk, and last but not least, 
the greater cconomy in its running 
exponses, tbat will assure its 
triumph over the tram. But this 
displacement of one form of trans- 
port by another will in all» pro- 
bability be extremely slow. It 
will Indeed be hardly surprising 
it even in England, where the pre- 
udice ugainst Lrams is apparently 
Kewoner than anywhere else, this 


(period of transition turns out to 


be. much slower than is generally 
expected. In undeveloped cities, 
on the, other hand, whether in 
castern Europe or in Asia, the pro- 
bability is that the bus will be in- 
troduced In preference to the tram. 
Thus the most backward of to-day 
becomes, very surprisingly per 
haps, though none the less certain- 
ty, the most forward of to-morrow.

BACK TO PENNY POST 


_AND-NO 


HERE is justification for the 

memorial,. signed by 820 
mombers of Parliament and 
recently presented to the Prime 
Minister, asking for the appoint- 
ment of n “small but atrong com- 
mittee to review the organlaatlon 
of the Post Office and framo de- 
tailed proposals for its improve- 
ment.” 

Certainly, in fits chief work— 
the collection and. delivery. of 
lottera—the Post Office is efficient. 
Proof of that is afforded by the 
surprise we all feol {f ono Ictter 
foes astray among the 6,000,000,- 


000 dealt with annually. But an 


equally high standard is not 
maintained in other branches of 
Post Office actlvity—-the telephone 
and telegraph, for example. 

The reason for this difference is 
that the other undertakings are 
not ruled by the well-tried prin- 
ciplea which govern the mails 
generally, and which ought to be 
applicd to all public utility ser- 
viecs. 

This polley, which might bo call- 
ed State Administration, may be 
defined shortly, in a negative way, 
an follows i : 

1. Na State ownership. 
2. No monopoly. 
3. No profit, 

iven the mails depart from theso 

conditions in some respects, 


With regard to the first prin-| 


ciple, the collection’ and delivery 
of letters has been undertaken by 
the Stnie from time immemorial, 
but although the Postmaster- 
General collects and delivers them 
he doos not acquire the ownership 
of the means of conveyance, With 
few exceptions he contracts with 
various competing compnnies for 
the carriage of the mails—former- 
ly with the stage coach propriec- 
tors, afterwards with other road 
carriers, rallway companies and 
stenmship companies and now with 
airway companies as well. 
Acquiring the Telegraph, 

Tho first important departure 
from thia rule was in the purchase 
of the telegraph companies in the 
year 1870. Thia was many years 
afterwards, followed by the more 
serious and important case of the 
telephones in the year 1912. 

These two acquisitions, of 
course, required the expenditure 
of a very large amount of capital, 
and, still more disastrously, —in- 
volved the. corollary of State 
management on the technica) and 
mechanical ‘side. 

Inatead of contracting with the 
existing telegraph and telephone 
companies (as with the carricrs 
for mails), the authorities not only 
purchased the assets and — good- 
will. of the companies, but also sct 
up engineering and mechanical 
staffs, no doubt of very great 
ofliciency. 

But had they adopted the prin- 
ciples upon which the mail service 
is carried out, the most efficient 
und up-to-date instruments would 
have been available from time to 


time, with no obsolete plants, Ex-|. 


penser, too, would huve been pay- 
able out of the receipts from the 
public with no heavy Habilitics 
to be mot out of capital. 

Departure from the second

—no monopoly—means that when- 
ever an Improved service is atart- 
ed or suggested it has been stop-

munication. with every other one. 
Notwithstanding this obvious fact, 
the Post Office started ita own 
installation and attempted to 
“compete” with the National Tele- 
phone Co. . 

Under the system of State nd- 
ministration all the various com- 


.| panies could have been contracted 


with by tho Postmaater-General 

to provide the necessary mechani- | 
cal, engineering, and other techni- 
cal ‘matters necessary to enable 
ithe public to use the telephones 
throughout the whole country. 
The necessary subscriptions and 
other charges for calls would 
have been collected at uniform 
rates for a specified number of 
minutes, irrespective of distance. 

Work for Specialists, 

It is probably not too late even 
now to adopt some such principle. 
A state Department !s not suited 
for carrying out highly-technical 
enginecring work which must be 
subject to continual developincnt 
and improvement, and can be snfe- 
ly left in the hands of ths very 
eminent firms who specialise in 
telephone equipment .and {nstalla- 
tion. ; 

The Post Office should concen- 
Mote on the actual necds of the 
public nnd see to it (as they do 
most ‘efficiently with the maiis) 
that the public have the best pos- 
sible service and most up-to-date 
appltances, for which ‘they can 
hold the contracting firma = rea: 
ponaible, ij : 

Incidentally, and again adopting 
the princinic of postal rates, thes 
should not continue the most un- 
reasonable practice of charging 
for telephone calla by mileage 
instend of by time. It fs surely 
an anomaly to charge for a tele- 
phone call according to distance, 
and therefore at rates varying 
from one penny to a8 much as 
10s, for n three-minute call, when 
tho charge for.a-telegram is 1s. 
for oll distances. : 

The third negative principle of 
State administration la No Profits. 
The practice of working n public’ 
utility service for the sake of 
revenue is the most prolific cause 
of inefficiency in the public ser- 
vice, : 

When the profits 


of any trading 


municipality are applied in relfot 
of taxation, the public service will 
Invariably be worked more or les 
‘with the primary object of making 
as much profit as possible, The 
inovitablo result Is ‘that the ser- 
vice will be starved for the sake 
of tho profits, . 

Until the end of last century 
the profits of the Post Office were 
mot sufficient to interest the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer. The 
right principle was followed’ of 
applying profits to improving tho 


service. 
: Where Profits Go. 

But by the year 1911 tho pro- 
fits had risen to £5,000,000, and 
although the increascd postage 
was ostensibly imposed owing to 
tho war, the fact remains that the 
profita have now risen to- over 
211,000,000, and it is estimated 
that to reduce the normal rate 
from 114d. to 1d. will cost about 
£5,000,000. f : 

It is quite natural that when 
these substantia) profits are made 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer | 
will budget for rotaining them oF 
for obtaining further profits. The 
general public, however, will ex- 
poct Improvements in tho service, 
traders reduced charges, and the 
workers increased wages... .

The re-hearing of the case in which 
Chan Kam-shing, the coxawain of 
ateamlnunch Wah Shing Ton, was 
erlginally charged with Being in une 
lawful posscasion of 669 tnels of 
Opium, was continued at the Kowloon 
Maglatracy before Mr. Fraser yeater- 
«ny afternoon, . 

Mr. F, X. d’Almada, Sr., appeared 
on behalf of the defendant, white Mr. 
T. M. Hazelrigg was for the Crown. 

It will be recalled that, originally, 
the defendant In this case and tho 
chief engincer of the Wah Shing Ton, 
Chan Lam, were ‘both charged with 
unlawful possession of the opium, but 
after ‘hearing the evidence, hin Wor- 
ship decided to discharge the engineer 
and. convicted the coxawain, who was 
nentenced to 12 montha’ hard Inbour. 
His Worship further ordered the 
Inunch to be conflacated. = 

Mr. d‘Almaiuo subsequently applied 
for a re-henring of the cane which was 
granted, 

At the re-hearing, Mr, Hazelrigg 
amended the charge to one of unlaw- 
fully aowlng the launch Wah Shing 
Ton to be used for an unlawful pur- 
nose, Mr. d’Almada offered no abjer- 
tion. 

At yeaterday’s 
witnesncs teatified 
‘aunch , wos at 
IJnnuary 17 nnd 19, the coxswain had 
been ashore, ond on his return in the 
evening, had gone straight to bed. 

Mr. d’Almadn submitted that his 
cHent knew nothing of the oplum 
which wns hidden in the stern of the 
launch, and thin part of the Inunch 
was under the charge of the Chicf 
Engineer,
